MELLON S TRIBUTE TO AMERICAN BUSINESS 
TT is when Secretary of the Treasury Mellon discusses fi- 
nance and business that he is at his best, and for that rea­ 
son tile tribute which he has paid to American business in 
the course of his radio address to the annual convention of 
the National Electric Light Association becomes all the 
more impressive. 
He discusses plain facts in a calm and 
comprehensive manner. 
He says that President Coolidge 
has made it clear that his administration “will not interfere 
with legitimate business merely because it is big, but de­ 
sires that business and industry, so far as possible, shall 
work out their own problem, provided they conform strictly 
to the laws.” 
Secretary Mellon calls attention to the fact that our 
wealth comes from two sources, the first being our immense 
natural resources and the second our very efficient indus­ 
trial organization. 
Our standard of living is higher than 
that of any other country, and we are now the leading in­ 
dustrial nation, and the world’s greatest creditor. 
By util­ 
izing labor-saving devices and other inventions and discover­ 
ies we have succeeded in keeping wages and profits at a high' 
level and in “diffusing prosperity among a larger number 
of people than has ever been known before.” 
Mr. Mellon 
says that inventions and discoveries have annihilated time 
and space, and with the building of the railroads the real 
settlement of the West began. 
So it comes about that we 
who a century ago were a struggling, rural people, scattered 
along the Atlantic coast, and shut off by the mountains from 
the fertile West, have now become the most prosperous in 
tthe world. 
Mr. Mellon is modest about his own achievements, but 
we know what he means when he says that a sound indus­ 
trial policy must square with economic laws. 
“And,” he 
adds, “a consistent policy is necessary in order that capital, 
labor and the public may know what to expect.” All factors 
know what to expect from the Coolidge Administration and 
it is that sense of security which has helped to bring about 
the wide-spread prosperity among the people. 
It is that 
which has caused men of all political faiths to pay tribute 
to the sound sense of the President and to the sagacity of 
his Secretary of the Tieasury.

In jail he ultimately learned to speak 
English and when he was able to present the facts to the 
officials a pardon was p ro m p tly obtained.

The K id w as killed in 1881 at the 
age of twenty one by Sheriff Pat 
G arrett at old Fort Sumner. 
He is 
said to have killed twenty-one men 
•—a man for every year of his life. 
He w as the ..aouthwest’s m ost fa­ 
m ous outlaw. 
Tw elveonen who died with their 
boota onvelepp in the little ceme- 
tery whereat he kid is buried beside 
Charlie Boudre and Tom O’Folliard, 
m em bers of th e -band* that terroriz­ 
ed New M exico in the seventies. 
Boudre «n d Poniard also were kill­ 
ed by Sheriff G arrett. This grave­ 
yard of m urdered men js now called 
“ Hell’s Half-Acre.” It is said to be 
haunted. 
For tw o y ears afte r his death, 
the K id s grave w as m arked by a 
wooden cro ss bearing bis name. 
This w as shot away by drunken 
soldiers and since then his burial 
place has been unmarked. 
Many 
tourists visit tile cem etery annually 
but cannot find the grave without 
a guide. Only five or six, it is said 
are left alive who know the loca­ 
tion of the K id’s last resting place. 
“ Billy the Kid made considerable 


history as long a s his trigger finger 
held out,” said W alter Noble Burns, 
author of “ The Saga of Billy the 
K id” , whose research in original 
sources made possible the first au­ 
thentic biography of the young out­ 
law. "H is career was a vivid dram a 
and some of his adventures are 
among the classics of the frontier. 
His love affair that drew him to his 
death is still a subject of gossip in 
that part of the country and there 
are a few more thrilling stories 
than that of his escape at Lincoln 
after killing his two guards. Despite 
his crim es, the memory of the boy 
outlaw is today cherished in af­ 
fectionate regard 
throughout the 
Southwest and New Mexico it might 
seem, owes it to itself to place 
some sort of m arker above his 
gravte that has become a sort of 
shrine of rom ance. Otherwise, in a 
few years all knowledge of the ex­ 
act location will be lost.”

or people than has ever been known before.-’ 
Mr. Mellon 
says that inventions and discoveries have annihilated time 
and space, and with the building of the railroads the real 
settlement of the West began. 
So it comes about that we 
who a century ago were a struggling, rural people, scattered 
along the Atlantic coast, and shut off by the mountains from 
the fertile W est, have now become the most prosperous in 
tthe world.

INNOCENT MAN IN JAIL EIGHT YEARS 
T H E imprisonment for eight years of an innocent man on 
a charge of wife murder may be unduly stressed by 
those who- continually insist that the present machinery of 
justice permits many similar errors* 
The woman committed 
suicide after she failed to persuade her husband to evade 
the draft in 1917. 
He could not speak English and his pe­ 
culiar, Foggia dialect was imperfectly understood by the 
Italian interpreter. 
In court he was made to appear as hav­ 
ing confessed the crime. 
The prosecution, of course, had 
no intention of “ railroading” him to prison, but in the ab­ 
sence of a medium f> i presenting the truth he became the 
unfortunate victim of suspicious circumstances and a life 
sentence w as imposed. In jail he ultimately learned to speak 
English and when he was able to present the facts to the 
officials a pardon was \ romptlv obtained. 
I he whole mistake arose from foreign language diffi­ 
culties 
N o such circumstance marks the hundreds of other 
trials where the accused has finally been convicted. 
This 
man’s penalty was a striking exception. 
Justice is far more 
likelv to err on the side of leniency because she is blind than 
on the side of severity because lier hearing is defective. The 
wrong done, particularly to one eager to meet his patriotic 
responsibilities, is most regrettable, but atonement cannot 
be made by further relaxing the present laws or their en­ 
forcement.
